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“The Deadly Panic 


Readers of the older generation still re- 
member the Iroquois Theatre fire at Chi- 
cago, in 1903, in which 575 persons lost 
their lives. The tragedy in the Boston 
night club comes second in the United 
States in point of fatalities, with at least 
487 dead. In the one case as in the other 
panic caused more deaths than fire. Had 
there heen no panic, probably few lives 
would have been lost in either. 

Which is another way of saying that 
had the morad of the Chicago catastrophe 
been applied everywhere, the loss of life in 
the Boston disaster would have been rela- 
tively small. This terrible repetition of the 
lesson of the former fire should not go un- 
heeded, in Canada or the United States. 
There should be plenty of exits from every 
building in which people gather in large 
numbers—and exits arranged to cope with 
panic conditions. 

Revolving doors in a building of that 
kind are simply death-traps. So, in less de- 
gree, are doors which cannot be fastened 
open by the first person to emerge in a 
Tush. Panics seemingly cannot be prevent- 
ed. The next best thing is to make them 
as harmless as possible.

Caught Off- Guard 


The Allied forces have run into some 
atiff fighting in Tunisia. That was ex- 
pected, since they were sent in such large 
numbers and with super-equipment. 

The enemy command had no illusions 
about the importance of the sudden offen- 
sive in North Africa. By carrier plane and 
ship, German and Italian troops were 
thrown into Bizerte and Tunis when the 
landings in Morocco and Algeria became 
known. Sicily was also crammed with 
them, and the Berlin radio has kept the 
world informed of the fleets of tanks and 
mobile guns they took with them. 

The luftwaffe has shown more life 
around the tip of Tunisia in the last ten 
days than it showed anywhere outside 
Russia all summer. Machines are known 
to have been flown there from the Stal- 
ingrad sector, and the reserves of planes 
have probably also been drawn upon. 

All this bespeaks the importance of 
the battle that is now being joined around 
Zizerte and Tunis. It is a fight for con- 
trol of the narrows of the Mediterranean, 
the “bridge” which leads to Italy. 

The rout in Egypt gave the Allies 
mastery of the eastern half of the Middle 
Sea. If they can’ win the crossing at its 
waistline they will dominate the Mediter- 
ranean throughout its length, will have the 
easiest passage to Europe, and will hold 
the jumping-off place from which Rom- 
mel’s retreating Afrika Korps would have 
the best chance to escape. 

Hitler’s trusted “intuitions” apparent- 
ly failed to foresee the Allied move into the 
French colonies, or even to understand 
that Alamein was only the prelude to 
much larger operations than chasing Rom- 
mel out of Egypt. The frantic attempt he 
is making to keep a foot-hold in Tunisia 
discloses his recognition of what that fail- 
ure is likely to cost him.

Not Doing Badly 


Do the people of Canada really want 
compulsory handling of manpower, how 
much, and for what purposes? There are 
insistent demands of course for a thor- 
oughgoing contro] set-up which would tell 
men—all men—where and at what they 
must be employed. But some of the de- 
mands seem to imply that control is wanted 
or not wanted according to who or what 
interest would dominate in the shifting 
and distribution of men. 

The “big army” advocates want selec- 
tive service applied so as to put every man 
of military age and fitness in uniform. The 
farmers say they have not enough help 
now to keep up food production to the re- 
quired level, and will be hopelessly ham- 
pered if more young men are taken off the 
farms. There is a shortage of building 
material because not enough men can be 
found to get out timber. The west is short 
of coal because too few miners are in the 
mines. Munitions plants are taking on 
women because they cannot secure enough 
men 

The one thing clear is that our man- 
power reserves are dwindling toward the 
vanishing point. The armed forces, war in- 
dustries and essential production are com- 
peting for men, all of them preferring men 
in the prime of life. If, as Mr, Little said, 
the Government is in a quandary about 
applying control, so is everybody else. If 
compulsion were employed with the effect 
of “starving” industry to build up the 


fighting forces, the control system would 
come under fire. If it worked the other 


way it would be condemned no less heart- 
ily. 
Balancing one line of criticism against 


another, the fact emergés that the vol- 
untary redistribution of manpower is not 
working badly Our fighting forces are 


large for a country of Canada’s popila- 
tion, and steadily growing. Our output of 
munitions is enormous, The necessities of 


life are being produced in export quanti- 
ties. These results have been achieved 
with nothing more forceful than the 
“negative compulsion" involved in curtail- 


ing unnecessary branches of production, 

This fact is worth remembering amid 
all the clamor for establishing a compul- 
sory man-control system more or less pat 
terned on the Hitler model,

His appearance, whether in person, 
in the news columns, or on the 
radio, is more likely to render pub- 
lic disappointments articulate than | 
to assuage those disappointments, 
just as the appearance of an abso- 
lute king, in the old days was | 
usually productive of more peti- 
tions than applause. 

The fact, then, that Mr. Church- 
ill’s speeches are always tranquil- 
lizing always inssiring and always | 
stimulative of renewed courage 
and hope, is all the more astonish- 
ing.

Care of Your Clothing 
Important Now That 
Shortages Are Acute 
BY MARY ALICE QUAYNE 

“Life insurance” on your cloth- 
ing extends from the time you step 
into a store to buy an article until 
it is tossed into the discard. 

Proper care can prolong the life 
of hosiery, for example, as much as 
50 per cent. Rayon hose, which is 
rapidly replacing nylong and silk, 
require especial precautions. 

Never wear rayon hosiery while 
still damp; the fibers are not strong 
enough to withstand the strain of 
the pull when wet. If you wash a 
pair of hose at night don't wear 
them next morning—let them dry 
for at least twenty-four hours, 

Hosiery made of loosely twisted 
yarn will snag more easily and lack 
the strength and elasticity of highly 
twister yarns 

Make sure the foot is reinforced 
with cotton. Rayon alone is easily

EVANSBURG—Two trucks, one 
owned by Jensen Bros, and driven 
by Mr. Jensen and the other own- 
ed by Hanson and Brown of 
Entwistle and driven by Roy 
Brown, dropped through thin ice 
on the Pembina river here last 
week.

R.C.M.P. evidence revealed that 
Wollenberg must have had his 


head out of the rear door window

The accident occurred when 
Kruger swerved his car out onto 
the middle of the highway in an 
effort to pass two hay racks, and 
crashed with Nichols, who was pro- 
ceeding south. Kruger was trav- 
elling toward Edmonton, The acci- 
dent occurred about six miles suuth 
of the city limits.

104 children‘of Edmonton between 
the ages of five and 15 attended 
school during the school term, 
1940-41, 


During the same term 15.482 
children attended Calgary schools, 
2.830 attended schools in Leth 
bridge and 2,016 in Medicine Hat. 

In relation to population, 19.2 
per cent of Edmonton's 93.817 resi- 
dents attended school while in Cal- 
gary 17.4 per cent attended. 

Girls attended in larger num- 
bers, the figures showing 9,280 girls 
and 8824 boys in Edmonton 
schools 

In Calgary there were only 48 
more girls than boys in the schools 
during the census year. 

Provinciai totals for the census 
year were 162,151 pupils made up of 
81,859 girls and 80,292 boys 

The total is slightly higher than 
it was in 1931 when 81,312 girls and 
boys between the ages of 
five and 15 attended, for a total at- 
tendance of 161,765, 

Of the provincial totals 102,249 
children attended rural schools 
during the 1940-41 school term and 
60,902 attended urban schools, 

In 1931 the figures were 97,517 
for the rura’ areas and 64,248 for 
the urban,

He does 
not stop to ask: “Can I afford to 
call the fire brigade? Will I ever 
be uble to pay the cost if I do?

He knows 
that the experienced fire fighters 
are at his service because he is a 
citizen, and this expert service has 
been provided by the State to help 
him in case of need, 


FACES DISASTER 


Is it not strange that if this same 
person is stricken with an illness, 
he is in an entirely different posi- 
tion? A long period in hospital or 
an expensive operation may be 
necessary to restore him to health, 
but before he calls for this expert 
assistance, he has to figure out 
| whether he can meet the expense 
|}or not More than that, he has to 
face the probable handicap of los- 
‘ing his income because he cannot 
go to work. Disaster confronts 
him anc his fami.v no matter what 
happens If he does not receive 
proper medical treatment he faces 
death. If he does receive 
necessary care, then he will 
financially crippled for year 
probably the rest of his life—try- 
| ing to repay the cost of the medical 
attention which he received. 


Is it not a shameful reflection 
on our social system that where 
the home is in peril from fire, 
we have made full provision to 
rush help to the unfortunate 
occupant, irrespective of his 
means, but when his health is in 
danger then all the knowledge 
and skill of our healing services 
are available to him only if he 
can afford to pay for them? Do 
we really place a higher value 
upon mere buildings than we do

We must bear in mind that the 
whole basis of our social life 
under a democracy is, by asso- 


the | 


in a statement. issued Tuesday on “The people’s health in the 


fear of being ill. Hence, where 
there is no security there can be 
little freedom in the true sense. 
That is incompatible with a 
proper democratic order. 

So the nation as a whole has a 
responsibility to its individual citi- 
zens in sickness—the responsibility 


to ensure that when they are ill, 
they will obtain proper care and 
treatment, and that their family 
will be assured al least basic eco- 
nomic security. 

But that is oniy one aspect of 
the matter 

The individual too, has a re- 
sponsibility to the nation, Because 
his ill-health impairs his contri- 


bution to the national welfare and 
reacts against his fellows, it is not 
only in his own interests, but it is 
his solemn obligation, as a citizen, 
to maintain himself in that con 
clusion. Our individual responsi- 
bility is as great as our claim 

Now to tackle this problem of 
Nationa! Health we should first 
know the more important causes of 
ill-health 

I submit that the first and great- 
est cause of Hl-health is, unques- 
tionably, economic Poverty and a 
condition of persistent insecurity 
inevitably result in worry, sickness 
and disease. Poverty and improper 
nourishment go hand in hand. Eco- 
nomic insecurity and worry are 
| likewise inseparable and deadly 
partners, And when a large sec- 
tion of a nation is in the clutches 
of these economic monsters, 
coupled with an overwhelming 
fear for the future, the national 
morale deteriorates, health pre- 
servation is pushed into the back 
| ground and amidst the scurry and 


desperate struggle to get a mere 
existence, exercise and essential 
recreation are neglected. No 


wonder we are such a sickly lot! 
LACK OF KNOWLEDGE 


But that is not all; Next in the 
causes of sickness comes the lack 
of health knowledge. Considering 
the pre-eminent importance’ of 
preserving good health, we devote 
pitifully little attention to passing 
on to our people essential know!- 
dge about keeping healthy And 
the reason? Let us be frank with 


ourselves, It is because under con 
ditions of widespread poverty and 
general economic distress, it would 
be useless to tell people what they 
should cdo, They simply could not 
carry it out if we did 
Now then, without a shadow 
of doubt the first essential step 
in dealing with the health of the 
people is to remove the chief 
causes of sickness Poverty must 
be abolished and the individual 
citizen must be assured basic 
economic security for himself 
and his family. This means that 
he must be assured of an income 
sufficient to maintain the home 
if he is unemployed, ill, or dis- 
abled, and that his anxiety about 
his retirement from work must 
be removed by the guarantee of 
an adequate pension. These so- 
cial dividends will eliminate the 
evils of poverty, economic in- 
security, and fear 
Then when this is done, every 
citizen must be assured aecess to 
the best possible sickness preven- 
ive measures and. if he becomes 
ill, he should be able to have all 
the necessary and available 
diagnostic, curative, hospital) and 
sanatorium = services irrespective 
of his mean We must put sick 
ness prevention and cure on a 
basis of an essential social 
There are two ways in which 
this can be done The first is 
under what is popularly known as 
compulsory state insurance 
schemes This involves the setting 
up of a government bureaucracy 
which compels wage-earners and 
others to contribute to a centra! 
fund, out of which doctors and hos 
pitals are paid to trem those con
